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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-9,19-37 drawn to a method and system of conducting an electronic 

online auction classified in class 705 subclass 26 
11. Claims 10-18 drawn to a computer program product to process bidding 

information in an electronic auction classified in class 705 subclass 37 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions Group I and Group II are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the method of Group I can be practiced 
interactively (or manually) over the Internet buy the bidders (buyers and sellers) without the use 
of a computer useable medium having computer readable code. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and ' 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
